Drurp Dane Cheatre. 

Ar this Theatre, last night, the ‘Tragedy of Barbarossa was given 

to afford Mr. Kean, jun. the opportunity of appearing in a new cha- 
racter—that of Achmet. He has not enhanced our ideas of his talent 
by this second character, though it is bat fair to state, that he ap- 
peared to labour under considerable indisposition, very frequently 
coughing, and appearing to suffer much inconverience from a cold. His 
performance of Achmel had ‘all the defects of his Norval, and they 
even appeared more conspictous from the greater degree of physical 
energy required in the part of Achmet ; where energetic and vehement 
declamation was requisite Mr. Kean’s powers failed, and he was often 
inandible ; his greatest defect, however, appears to be an incapacity 
to express feeling, or tenderness ; except in one instance, he totally 
failed in his attempts at-this most necessary qualification. ‘The scene 
where he rushes in to the protection of his mother from the violence 
of Barbarossa, was a decided failure ; in fact, the whole performance 
was deficient in feeling aud power; yet it was in some degree clever ; 
his attitudes and action were perfect, and are more elegant and grace- 
ful than are frequently attained by a practice of years. At the con- 
clusion, Mr. Kean, jun. was called for; he appeared, led op by Mr. 
Cooper, and gracefully acknowledged the plaudits of the audience,— 
The play was announced for repetition, on Monday, with considerable 
applause. After the Tragedy, a new Melo-drama, entitled The 
Gambler's Fate, was produced with very equivocal success. The Co- 
burg ‘Theatre was the first to bring ont this story, translated from the 
French, and we certainly think it more fitted for the meridian of the 
Marsh Gate, than for the more classi¢al region of Drury Lane. The 
story is effective, aad of powerful interest, but as told last night is 
too long by half ; to witness for three hours unmitigated wretchedness 
is rather too much; there is, to be sure, an attempt to relieve this, by 
some very witless comedy, at the cgmmencement of the second act, 
but.it was abortive. The piece was heard to the conclusion patiently : 
on the falling of the curtain it was, however, violently opposed, and 
Mr. Wallack annownced it for repetition, amidst cries of “ no, no,” 
** off, off.’—Want of space compels us to defer any detail of the plot 
until to-morrow—The house was not very fuil. 


Covent Garden Theatre. 
Tus real Simon Pure, the veritable Mr. Kean, made his first ap- 
pearance, here last night, and was received with that enthusiastic wel- 
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come, his splendid talents so richly deserve. He played Shylock, with 
all his consummate mastery of style, and unrivalled execution ; we can- 
not go into detail, suffice it to say, he is still as unapproachable as ever 
in the character of Shylock. At the conclusion, there was a loud call 
for Kean, Mr. C. Kemble stated, that feeling unwell he had retired at 
the conclusion of his part, but the wish of the audience for his re-ap- 
pearance should be communicated to him, and with which he would be 
highly flattered.—His reception, altogether, was a most triamphant 
one, and did honor to both actor and audience. Peter Wilkins con- 
cluded.—The house was exceedingly crowded. 


Hapanarket Theatre. 

Tuts Theatre closed a most successful season last night.—The 
Rivals, Spring and Autumn, with Youth, Love, and Folly, were 
performed to a good house. In the course of the evening, Mr. W. Far- 
ren, spoke the Farewell Address, which will probably appear ia our 
number of to-morrow. 

Aveteat—A Piece, called Thirty Years of a Gamblers Life, was 
produced at this Theatre last night, being from the same original as 
the piece,which has proved so attracted at theCobourg for some weeks 
past, and on which the Drama, played, for the first time, at Drury 
Lane, is founded. ‘The plot is too well known to require detail, we have 
therefore merely to say, that the piece was successfal, and must run 
the season. The designing villian, Warner, was admirably played by 
Terry, nor was his dupe, Theodore, less effectively represented by T. 
P. Cooke. Mrs. Pope played the confiding wife, with much judgment, 
but we would recommend her not to be quite so lackrymose. Mr.Yates 
did the little he had to do most ably.—The house was crowded to an 
overflow at first-price. 

The Olympic will open, we are informed, on Monday next.—Mie 
Scott has completed another translation of The Life of a Gamester, 
which will be brought out here—M. Leclercq is to be Stage-manager.
